Backed Out of War Not Because She Had Changed Her Views, But 
Because She Knew She Was Beaten, He Declares—Victors Do 
Not Want Revenge, But Should See That Justice Is Meted Out 


to Those Responsible for Unspeakable Horrors 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—(British Wire- 
less)—-Germany in the end gave way, 
not because she changed her views, 
but because she knew she was abso- 
lutely beaten, declared the Earl of 


Reading, who has been mentioned as 
One of the British peace delegates, in 
@ speech in London today. Lord 
Reading uttered a warning and said 
the Allied countries should continue 
to be watchful of Germany and the 
utterances of her statesmen. 

“The Germany which Is now anx- 
fous to fall in with the views of our 
country,” he said, “has yet to show by 
her actions and not merely by one 
day or two days or a year or two years 
that the whole spirit of Germany has 
changed as we wish it to change be- 
fore we can ever believe in our hearts 
that Germany has changed from what 
it was before the war. 

“When reading the German foreign 
secretary's messages regarding the ar- 
mistice conditions, it should be re- 
membered that the terms of the truce 
Were more gentile and more merciful 
than would have been the terms if the 
war had continued. Let us continue 
to be watchful and wary. In peace, 
as in war, we must remember what 
has happened. We must take to our 
hearts the lessons of the past. We do 
not require revenge. France has not 
asked for revenge. What we did wish 
and what we were determined to 
have, both in France and England 
and in all the nations associated in

“We must see to it that out of these 
terrible scenes of horror and desola- | 
tion which we have witnessed that 
there will arise a more lofty and more 
noble spirit among the peoples of the! 
world who would understand each 
other better, who would have greater 
love for each other as members of the 
same humanity and who would strive 
together to concentrate all that there 
is in them for the preservation of lib- 
erty and in particular for justice in 
the world of the future and for the 
progress of humanity.”

ENTER BRUSSELS 


Wild Excitement Marks the | 
Proclamation of Capital’s 
Liberation 


FRENCH ENTER METZ 


Enthusiasm of Populace In- 
tense—Statues: of German 
Rulers Bowled Over 


BRUSSELS, Sunday, Nov. 17—Huge | 
crowds thronged the streets of Brus- 
sels this morning, the last detachment 
of German troops having left the 
capital during the night, Acting Bur- 
gomaster Lemonier's proclamation in- 
viting the people to prepare a wel 
come for the victorious troops and the 
Belgian King and Queen was placard- 
ed throughout the city. The streets 
were profusely beflagged with the 
Belgian and Allied colors. The first | 
troops to arrive were greeted with in- 
tense enthusiasm, ‘ 

The ceremony of proclaiming the 
liberation of Brussels was performed 
in the Grand Palace at 10 o'clock. 
The square was nacked with people 
and former prisoners, while the win- 
dows and balconies were crowded with 
onlookers. Newsboys were shouting 
the names of newspapers which had 
been suppressed by the Germans and 
which re-appeared today. 

Burgomaster Lemonier, heralded by 


la fanfare of trumpets, appeared at the 


Leon Maircase, accompanied by an 
alderman and announced the libera- 
tion of the capital, His epeech was 
continually interrupted ‘by cheers 
from the crowd, which vowed that the 
murders and robberies committed by 
the Germans would never be for- 
gotten, 
Belgian Flag Again Fites 

The Belgian flag was then hoisted 
over the Hotel de Ville, while the 
great mass of people in the square 
waved the national colors. The a- 
banconne was then sung and this Was 
followed by the anthems of the Allies. 

The excitement of the people reach- 
ed its zenith when a procession was 
formed. It was headed by an old 
banner of the revolution of 1830, a 
symbol of Belgian liberty. 

The procession, growing larger,

WAR SAVINGS 
STAMPS ISSUED 
BY THE GOVT 


$5.00 Stamps Redeemable in 1924 
Can be Purchased For $4.00 
in December 


Announcement is made that Do- 
minion government will start a war 
savings stamp campaign. The first 
war savings stamp has just been is- 
sued to His Excellency the Governor- 
General. The government will be- 
come the repository of the nation’s 
savings up to a total of $50,000,000; 
savings will be placed with the gov- 
ernment by means of the purchase 
of war savings stamps. The stamps 


are to be redeemable in January, 
1924. They are to be sold by the 
government at a price which will 


work out to an interest rate of some- 
what better than 4 1-2 per cent. com- 
pounded semi-annually, or: five per 
cent. simple interest If computed at 
the end of the period. Thus, in De- 
cember, 1918, or January, 1919, a five 
dollar war savings stamp may be 
bought for four dollars. After Janu- 
ary the purchase price of a war sav- 
ings stamp will be increased month 
by month, but at the end of five years 
from December, 1918, all stamps will 
»e redeemed at five dollars each. 
tamps of lower denomination to be | 
known as thrift stamps, will be on 
sale. When 16 of them have been ac- 
cumulated they can be exchanged for 
a war savings stamp worth five dollars 
at the end of the period. The plan 
is expected to work out to the great 
advantage of both the pele and che 
nation.

marines sank food ships.

The individual should 
continue to safeguard himself, and 
the authorities to protect the pub- 
lic. ‘‘Safety first,’’ rightly inter- 
preted, is the principle which 
should govern all. Health is more 
important than convenience, and 
life of more account than business.

German Naval Critic Makes 
Revelations on German Navy 


Lonfion, Nov, 20—(British Wire- 
less)—Captain Persius, the German 
naval critic, has chosen the moment 


when the finest vessels of the Ger- 
man navy are about to be surrender- 
ed to the Allies to publish in the Ber- 
lin Tageblatt a sensational § article 
containing revelations regarding the 
German fleet Captair Persius says 
the hope that the German fleet would 
be able in a second Skagerrak battle 
to beat the British fleet rested upon 
the bluff and lies of the naval author- 
ties 

In Auguet 1914, 
about 1,000,000 tonnage 
the writer points out, 
Britain had more than double that, 
and, thanks to the mistakes of von 
Tirpitz, the material was quite inferior 
to the Lritish. In the Skagerrak 
battle, he declares, the German fleet 
was saved from destruction partly by 
good leadership and partly by favor- 
able weather conditions Had the 
weather been clear or Admiral von 
Scheer's leadership lew able, the de- 
struction of the who'e German navy 
would have resulted The long range 
British guns would have completely 
smashed the lighter armed German 
ships As it was, the losses of the 
German fleet were enormous, and on 
June 1, Captain Persius says, it was 
clear to every thinking man that the 
Skugerrak battle must be the only 
general naval engagement of the war. 

Tirpitz Wae Obstinate. 

On all sides, continues the writer, 
Admiral von Tirpitz was advised to 
construct only submarines, but he re- 
mained obstinate. On October 1, 1915, 
several members of the reichstag 
made an earnest appeal to the army 
command—not to the naval ataff— 
with the result that an order was is- 
sued terminating the construction of 
battleships in order that the matertal 
might be used for the making of U- 
boats In the meantime so great a 
scarcity of material had arisen that 
it became necessary to disarm a num- 
ber of the battleships an@ take the 
metal in this manner, and at the be-

Built Few Submarines, 


Admiral von Capelle during his per- 
lod as head of the navy, says Captain 
Persiue, constructed very few sub- 
marines, work being continued only 
on the building of submarines of the 
large type, but in official quarters it 
was still stated that Germany posses- 
sed an enormous number of U-boats 
and that the losses wore almost nil. 

That was not true, the writer ad- 
mits. In 1917, he states, 83 subma- 
rines were built, while 66 were de- 
atroyed 
126 submarines and in October 146. 
In February, 1918, she had 186 and 
in June of the same year 113, accord- 
ing to Captain Persius’' figures. Only 
a small percentage of these subma- 
rines were actively operating at any 
eiven time. Captain Persius declares. 

Onl~ 12 Per Cent. Active, 

In January 1917, for instance, 
when conditions were favorable for 
submarine work, only 12 per cent 
were active, while 50 per cent. were 
in harbor, 38 per cent. under repairs 
and 20 per cent 
marine crews, he said, were not suf- 
ficiently educated and trained and 
they looked with distrust upon the 
weapon. In the last months it was 
very difficult to get men for submarine 
work, as experienced seamen looked
